cans arrived in port today on the 
Holland-American 
liner 
Potsdam 
from 
the 
war-torn 
countries

Europe. 
All had ex |>erienced difficulty in 
getting to Rotterdam and Boulogne 
Sur Mer, and many lost everything 
but the clothes they had on. 
Mr. and Mrs. \Y. ('. Keen and \\ . 
M. Howard, 
all of Boston, 
told a 
graphic story of the call to the col­ 


o rs in Paris. 
“Paris 
went wild” said 
Keen. 
“ Frenzied people 
marched 
through 
the streets. 
When the « 'all to tlie 
colors was announced, waiters who 
were 
reservists 
threw 
off their 
aprons and rushed to enroll, leaving 
food on the tables and waiting pa­ 
trons. 
The city was paralyzed by 
withdrawal of men from their usual 
occupations and 
crazy 
for war. 
Even before the mobilization we had 
an awful time trying to get large hills 
cashed. 
Restaurants refused to ac­ 
cept them. 
All of tin* largest cafes 
were closed, the authorities tearing 
that in their enthusiasm, the crowds 
might throw chairs, spoons and ohi- 
naware around; 
“We left 
Paris on the last big 
refugee train— and left all our bag­ 
gage behind.” 
Dr. and Mrs. fleorge ('. Fahy of 
New Haven, tPonn., considered them­ 
selves the luckiest of any of the 
refugees. 
Mrs. Fahy was in Paris 
while her husband attended a con­ 
vention of dentists in London. 
She 
left Paris without baggage, got to 
London, rushed into a hall where Dr. 
Fahy was delivering a lecture and 
the two left at once for Rotterdam. 
The dentist 
wore 
his dress suit 
across the country. 
It was all. he 
had.

messenger than to the institution it 
self. 
If the work and service are good, 
the 
driver 
is 
accordingly 
popular. 
“ Jo h n ” is the one who gets the credit. 
“ lie is the best laundryruan we ever 
had.” 
If the work and service are 
bad, John gets called down for it; and 
if this keeps up, he probably forgets 
to call any more, and a new “ lauudry- 
inan” is engaged. 
Nine times out of ten the house 
keeper does not even know the street 
address or phone number of her laun­ 
dry, much less w hat is done with her 
wash after it reaches there. 
This article is written for the pur­ 
pose of arousing interest in the laun­ 
dry itself; the driver is only an inci­ 
dent, one small spoke in the large 
wheel of laundry service. 
It so happens that man has been 
muckraking 
bis laundry 
since 
w ay 
back in the dim ages when time began. 
It probably started in the stone age, 
when the fad was to cleanse the fam ­ 
ily wearing apparel by beating it be­ 
tween a couple of flat stones, at the 
edge of some near-by stream. 
Only a shirt of mail could stand 
many trips to the primeval laundry, 
and one could judge that its luster 
must have been dimmed, rather than 
improved. 
And so it is that modern times came 
honestly by its propensity to “ blame 
it on the laundry,” no matter whether 
that much-abused institution was at 
fault or not. 
Some one had to “ catch 
it,” so w hy not the defenseless laun­ 
dry? 
Defenseless? 
Let us see. 
Little bodies of laundrymen began 
t<» meet here and there for the inter 
change of ideas. 
They were keen, in­ 
telligent business men. 
Soon they got 
together Into a big National Associa­ 
tion, in order that these ideas might 
assume a broader scope. 
W h at is the result? 
The modern 
American laundry of the present day 
is representative of the highest order 
of thought and ingenuity of mechan­ 
ical and electrical engineering; it is a 
science and an art combined. 
It employs, in the production of its

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work, machines that do everything but 
think. 
In plain English, the business of 
handling the “ week’s wash” has ad­ 
vanced to a point w’here it takes its 
proper place as one of the greatest in­ 
dustries of the age, and I doubt if any 
other industry has taken such enor­ 
mous strides in trying to merit the 
trust and confidence of the public It 
serves. 
B u t to go back to the organization of 
the laundry interests. 
Sound thinkers in the councils of the 
Association said: 
“ Let us throw oi>c*n the doors of our 
laundries. 
W e have no secrets. There

is nothing mysterious about the dimple 
process of washing. 
Let us arouse 
the interest of our customers in our 
work.” 
Tills 
policy of “ getting chummy” 
with your customers is a wise one, the 
proof being that more of our great 
institutions are doing it every year, 
and profiting by it. 
You w ill find yo ur laundry, if it is 
the right sort, w ill meet you more than 
half-way in order to k no w yo u, 
and 
have j’ou k no w it better. 
It is becoming quite the thing, in 
certain cities, for women to got lip 
parties to visit laundering establish­ 
ments. They alw ays enjoy these trips, 
and I have heard many of them say 
that “ they had no idea that a laundry 
was anything like what it is, and that 
they could have spent a whole day 
most enjoyably in watching the differ­ 
ent processes.” 
They were surprised to see 
iiow 
many times a collar must b<> handled, 
and how carefully each operation must 
be performed. 
Then they wondered 
how all these different attentions could 
be given it for the modest price of 
from two and one-half to three cents. 
The 
up-to-the-minute 
laundry 
pre­ 
sents one of the most interesting of 
present-day economic problems. 
As a 
bulletin iu a laundry 1 know so co n ­ 
cisely states it, laundries are “ selling 
cleanliness.” 
Cleanliness means content**/! labor. 
Restless, drifting, dissatisfied w ork­ 
ers are not fitted temperamentally to 
insure that condition which tradition 
teaches Is next to godliness. 
I visited a prosperous laundry during 
the preparation of this article, and 
found the proprietor feeding collars 
into a dampening machine. 
“ I like to help out when the rush is 
on,” he explained; and I found this 
same spirit of helpfulness and team­ 
work in every laundry I visited. 
In one of them a system of prorno-

tiou prevails that operates as rigidly 
as the National Civil Service laws. 
A standing rule requires foreman 
and superintendents to reprimand their 
subordinates only iu private. No work­ 
er can be “ called down” before his 
companions. 
The result is obvious. 
Loyalty is 
written all over the establishment, on 
every [jackage that leaves its doors. 
The organization responsible for the 
readjustment of the laundry industry 
is known as the Laundryiuen’s Nation­ 
al Association of Am erica.

two thousand laundries are represent 
cd iu its membership.

pride they feel in their w ork? 
I have tried to show you that the 
laundries are doing their part to im ­ 
prove conditions. 
The creed of the laundry business to­ 
day may be summed up iu three para­ 
graphs: 
“ That every piece of poor work that 
goes out of the laundry brings back 
its own penalty; 
“ That inefficient, underpaid, discon­ 
tented employees are a ruinous extrav­ 
agance, and not an economy; 
“ That the dirty, ill-lighted, ill-ven­ 
tilated, slovenly 
laundry should be 
shunned, and the clean, bright, pro­ 
gressive laundry patronized.” 
Now, gentle reader, are you doing 
your part? 
H ave you made it your 
business to find out if your laundry is 
the high-grade institution I have de 
scribed ? 
The next time your laundry comes 
home. o[>en your bundle yourself and 
examine each piece. 
You w ill be im ­ 
pressed w ith a freshness, a snow-white 
cleanliness, seldom found in the “ home 
wash.” 
Another thing that may ini 
press you is the fact that here is an 
organization equipped to handle a ll of 
your wash. 
You may be sending it 
only part of your work; but when you 
find the right kind of a laundry, you 
w ill have located an 
establishment 
that can handle everything washable 
better, more carefully, more cleanly 
than it can be done anywhere else. 
If 
you reinember the old-fashioned Mon 
day. tlie houseful of steam, the lunch 
eon of left-overs flavored with the 
heavy aroma of boiling clothes, you 
will be quick to appreciate the part 
the laundry has played in the pursuit 
of comfort.

One of them opens the bag or pack­ 
age and assorts its contents; another 
counts the pieces and records them 
on a printed list, with blank spaces 
to be til 1«h1 in w ith the number of 
pieces of the different articles. 
The cleaner pieces do not require so 
much washing as those which are bad­ 
ly soiled, and arc,handled separately. 
Silks and wools, as well as delicate 
colors, are washed by hand in the soft­ 
est of water and w ith the finest of 
soap.
